whether in all the m ighty conventions 
the world has ever witnessed there

political giants m et and combatted in 
the political arena: 
Fry. of Maine, 
leading 
the hosts of the m agnetic 
B laine; Garfield and Foster leading 
the hosts of staunch old John Sher­ 
man, and Conkling, Cameron and Lo­ 
gan fighting to the last ditch w ith un­ 
broken line for the 
hercc of Appo­ 
m attox-G eneral Grant. 
Those of us who have reached middle 
age and the glistening gray appearing 
at our temples, remember most of all 
of those great men who have gone off 
the stage of action to their rewards, 
can bnt recall we are grow ing old, 
hat as w ith them and Ex Gov. Foster 
especially, let us leave some void at 
least to be remembered as the memory 
of Foster. 
Here iu his own town ii 
a monument for any man to be proud 
of. 
And w hile 
thinking of 
politics, 
Ohio has an election this year and Gov. 
Herrick w ill be renominated w ithout

Ohio usually gives and the fact he con­ 
trols the machine sufficiently to get 
the nom ination w ithout opposition, it 
m ight seem like a fairy tale to think 
there is any room for doubt. 
But 
when we consider that eight out of 
every ten towns where an election 
has been held nuder the Beall law, the 
drys have won, ami I do not think the 
most sanguine friends of Gov. Herrick 
w ill deny that the temperance element 
of every clam—*m inisterial and other­ 
w ise—a^re all against Herrick. 
Aud could you witness, as I did, at; 
West Alexandria Hie oilier day 
an 
election a* to whether the town should 
be “ wet or d ry,” as they term it here, 
and 
me gray haired 
grandmothers, 
mothers, sisters and sweethearts out 
working in Hie open like Trojans to 
drive the monster out as they term it, 
assisted by a united clergy ami every 
temperance union in all this broad 
State, you would feel that Gov. Her­ 
rick had an elem ent against him if 
the Democrats play politic# that w ill 
tell when the count comes in the “ Ides 
of next Novem ber.” 
| One thing, however, the Independent 
elem ent in Ohio has not been develop­ 
ed as it is iu our com monwealth of 
Indiana. 
They have no 
newspaper 
like the Indianapolis News which has 
cultivated that spirit in years past 
and gave no brilliant writer like B illy 
Blodgett, going up 
and 
down the 
State fearlessly giving facts without 
fear or favor, asking the voter to give 
the best' beshag from a high sense cf 
patriotism , and that point w ill score 
heavily for Herrick. 
In this connec­ 
tion, our own governor is standing in 
the lim e iig «t in a way that makes an 
Indianian Im Ohio proud of his State. 
No day passes hut the comparison be­ 
tween Hanly and Herrick is drawn 
and I am glad to say alw ays to the 
credit of the Indianian, for his posi­ 
tion in Indiana is just the reverse to 
Herrick of Ohio. j^Thc* Indiana govern­ 
or. a strong man who can stem the 
current, the Ohio governor, a weakling 
controlled by the minds and w ill ot 
others. 
Frequently the name of Hanly is 
mentioned 
as the successor in the 
W hite House to Hie strong and power 
ful Roosevelt, and surely lie measures 
tall enough, strong enough and bn a I 
enough for that graal position, and in 
view of what I have heard and the 
way people of Ohio feel, I wish to 
nominate Hanly for President in 1906.
